> Extensive an Assemblage of this charming Master's Works, and 
of such fine quality , was certainly never before, and perhaps will 
never be again, offered for Sale in this Country. They are as rare 
in Holland (where they were chiefly collected) as they are here, and 
as much esteemed there as the finest Rembrandts. A descriptive 
Catalogue in Dutch was published at Amsterdam, in 1767 by Hen¬ 
drik de Winter, but it has never been translated into English ; 
in fact it is deficient in method, and unnecessarily tedious in detail. 
Heineken, in his Dictionnaire des Artistes , has so far digested this 
Catalogue as to bring the Works of each Artist who has engraved 
after Berghem together in alphabetical order, without detail; but 
he comprizes the Modern Engravings, which ought to be kept sepa¬ 
rate, as their numbers cannot be fixed. M. A. Bartsch of Vienna, 
in his Peintre Graveur. tom. iv. has given a detailed List of Berg- 
hem’s Etchings only , in the fcrder of De Winter; and in respect to 
them, the same order is observed m*the fcllowing Lots 5 and Hei- 
neken’s mode is adopted in placing the ftat&vings and Etchings by 
the co-temporary Engravers toge^i^w smte.
